Live Births: The number’of births in September (215,088) was approximately 
“the same as in August (215,083). The current birth rate (42.7), however, was 
slightly higher then previously (31.7)*. This was approximately 11 percent less 
than the figure (36.8) for the corresponding period of 1947, but was 12 percent 
higher than the median rate (29.2) for September during the seven-year period,

The rate for 411 "shi" combined (31.8) was 4 percent less than for all 

"oun" (33.2). Prefectural rates ranged from 28.1 in Nara to 39.4 in Miyazaki.

- Deaths (all ages): Following the usvel se&sonal pattern, deaths declined 
from 81,085 in August to 73,132 in Septenber.

The current rate’ was the lowest ever 
recorded for Septeiber. It was 11 percent less then in the same period of 1947

During the forty-seventh week ended 20 November 1948 there were. 
reported 9,630 cases of communicable disease compared with 9,512 


eases in the preceding week. Complete reports were received from 
all prefectures.
